1. (Currently Amended) A sign comprising: 

n gnnnml l y r.tntionary cign body a pair of support pane ls each having opposite 
upper and lower ends and each having a first surface and a generally opposite second 
su rface , the upper ends of the pair of panels being connected t ogether bv a pivoting 
connection ; 

a runner adjacent to a prox i ma l portion the upper ends of the s i gn body and 
support panels and adjacent to the pivoting connection, the runner extending generally 
from a proximal portion of the first surface to a prox i ma l port i on of a first support panel 
of the pair to the second surface of a second support pa nel of the pair ; and 

at least one movable panel having a prox i ma l an upper end, a distal lower end, 
and a third surface between i ts prox i mal the upper and distal lower ends, the prox i ma l 
upper end of the movable panel engaging the runner in a manner so that the movable 
panel is mov e ab le movable along the runner between a first position wherein the 
movoable movable panel is generally parallel to the first surface of the first support 
panel and a second position wherein the mov o abl e movable panel is generally parallel 
to the second surface of the second support panel . 

2. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 1 , further comprising: 
a first and a second movable panel of the at least one movable panel, the 

surfaces of the first and second movable panels each having opposite surfaces for 
displaying th o sam e a message. 
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3. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 1 , wherein the runner 
and the proxima l portion upper ends of the o i gn body support panels are coupled. 

4. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 1 , further comprising: 
an extens i on of tho at l oact ono movab l o pano l extend i ng from the 

prox i mal ond of tho movab l o pane l , the runner and tho prox i mal portion of tho s i gn body 
hav i ng being circular profiles . 

5. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 1 , wherein: 
the runner is flexible. 

6. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 1 , further comprising: 
an eyelet at the prox i mal upper end of the at least one movable panel, the 

movable panel engaging the runner via bv the runner extending through the eyelet. 

7. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 1 , tho proxima l port i on 
of th o sign body further comprising: 

a transverse handle, tho oign body i ncluding a f i rst support pano l and a 
oooond support pano l , both support pane l s h i ngodly connootod to tho transverse 
hand l e, first and second surfaces on connected bv the pivoting connection to the first 
and second support panels r o sp o otiv el y , the transverse handle and the support panels 
defining a handle aperture adjacent the handle, whereby the a user grips the handle. 
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8. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 7, wherein: 
the runner io rotainod i n extends through the handle aperture. 



9. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 7, further comprising: 
the handle aperture extending through the at least one movable panel. 

10. (Currently Amended) A self-standing sign comprising: 

a first support panel having a proximal end, a distal end, and a first surface 
between its proximal and distal ends; 

a second support panel having a proximal end, a distal end, and a second 
surface between its proximal and distal ends, the first and second panels being 
connected to one another at their proximal ends bv a connection that all ows the first and 
second support panels to move relative to each other and in a manner so that the first 
and second surfaces face outwardly, the distal ends of the first and second panels 
being adapted for supporting the sign from a support surface; 

a runner adjacent the proximal ends of the first and second panels and extending 
generally from the proximal end of the first panel to the proximal end of the second 
panel , the runner being separate from the connection ; and 

at least one movable panel having a proximal end, a distal end, and a third 
surface between its proximal and distal ends, the proximal end of the movable panel 
engaging the runner in a manner so that the movable panel is mov e ab le movable along 
the runner between a first position wherein the mov e abl e movable panel is generally 
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parallel to the first panel and a second position wherein the mov e able movable panel is 
generally parallel to the second panel. 

1 1 . (Original) The sign according to Claim 1 0, further comprising: 

a first and a second movable panel of the at least one movable panel, the 
surfaces of the first and second movable panels for displaying the same message.

surface. 

13. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 10, wherein: 

the runner and the proximal portion of tho sign body ends of the first and 
second support panels are coupled. 

14. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 10, further comprising: 
an extension of the at least one movable panel extending from the 

proximal end of the movable panel, the runner and tho proximal port i on of tho sign body 
hnv i ng niroular prof i l e s being circular . 

15. (Original) The sign according to Claim 10, wherein: 
the runner is flexible. 
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16. (Original) The sign according to Claim 10, further comprising: 

an eyelet at the proximal end of the at least one movable panel, the 
movable panel engaging the runner via the eyelet. 

17. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 10, tho prox i ma l portion 
of tho oign body further comprising: 

a transverse handle, both support panels being hingedly connected bv the 
connection to the transverse handle, the transverse handle and the support panels 
defining a handle aperture adjacent the handle, whereby the user grips the handle. 

18. (Original) The sign according to Claim 17, further comprising: 

the handle aperture extending through the at least one movable panel. 

19. (Currently Amended) The sign according to Claim 17, wherein: 
the runner io r e tain e d i n extends through the handle aperture. 

20. (Currently Amended) A kit for a sign inc l ud i ng a gen e ral l y stationary sign 
body, comprising: 

a pair of support panels each having opposite proximal and distal ends 
and each having a first surface, and a generally opposite second surface, th o sign body 
nnH thn purfnrnr hnu i ng prnv i mnl pnrt i onr. the k i t compr i s i ng: the proximal ends of the 
support panels being connected together bv a pivoting connection: 
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a runner adapted to b e positioned adjacent to the proximal port i on of tho c i gn 
hnHy nnH nH . nptnrl to flxtnnd gen e ra ll y ends of the support panels and to the pivoting 
connection, the runner extending from the prox i ma l portion of th e first surface to the 
prox i mal port i on of the second surface; and 

at least one movable panel having a proximal end, a distal end, and a third 
surface between its proximal and distal ends, the proximal end of the movable panel 
engaging the runner in a manner so that the movable panel is moveab le movable along 
the runner between a first position wherein the moveab l e movable panel is to be 
generally parallel to the first surface and a second position wherein the moveab le 
movable panel is to be generally parallel to the second surface. 

21 . (Currently Amended) The kit according to Claim 20, further comprising: 

a first and a second movable panel of the at least one movable panel, the 
with surfaces of the first and second movable panels for displaying the a same 
message.

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an extension of the at least one movable panel extending from the 
proximal end of the movable panel, and the runner having a being circular prof i le, the 
prox i mal port i on of tho o i gn body to havo a c i rcular profi l e . 

24. (Currently Amended) The kit according to Claim 20, wherein: 
the runner is flexible. 

25. (Currently Amended) The kit according to Claim 20, further comprising: 
an eyelet at the proximal end of the at least one movable panel, the 

movable panel engaging the runner via the eyelet. 

26. (Currently Amended) The kit according to Claim 20, further comprising: 
an aperture in the proximal end of the at least one movable panel, 

whoroby tho k i t io adapted to accommodate a hand l e apertur o of tho sign the runner 
extending through the aperture . 

27. (Currently Amended) The kit according to Claim 20, wherein: 

the pair of support panels have handle apertures and the runner is 
j r j^p^H hn r n tn i nnH hy n hnnHIo npertura nf the s i gn extend throu g h the handle 

apertures . 

28. (Currently Amended) The kit according to Claim 20, further comprising: 
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a oupport gooociatod with at l east ono of a movab l e panel and a runner, 
thn hnnk tn r .i ppnrt thn kit from above a hook provided on on e of the support panels 
and the at least one movable panel . 

28^29^ (Currently Amended) A self-standing floor sign, comprising: 
a first support panel; 

a second support panel, each of the support panels including a proximal end, a 
distal end, and a surface for displaying a message; 

a transverse handle hingedly coupled to the proximal ends in a manner so that 
the support panels define a first and a second side of the sign and so that the handle 
and the support panels define a handle aperture adjacent to the handle to allow a user 
to grasp the handle, the distal ends to rest on a floor; 

a ring encircling the handle, the handle and the first support panel retaining the 
ring in the handle aperture; and 

a first and a second movable panel, each of the movable panels including at 
least one surface for displaying a message and each having a proximal end including 
an eyelet slidably engaging the ring, the handle aperture extending through the movable 
panels whereby movable panels slide along the ring in a manner so that the user may 
select the messages to be displayed by the sign.
